Church  Emphasis? 


(ACP) — As  invitational  tour- 
nament time  came  ’round,  ad- 
ministrators in  several  schools 
had  to  do  some  thinking.  They 
had  to  decide  whether  they 
should  play  in  a tournament 
•which  was  or  was  not  (depend- 
ing on  the  tournament)  integrat- 
ed. 

The  administrators  made  their 
decisions  and  battles  of  words 
began. 

At  Duquesne,  Pittsburgh,  Pa., 
the  administration  said  no  to  a 
New  Orleans  Sugar  Bowl  basket- 
ball bid  because  of  Louisiana’s 
segregation  laws. 

Free  Publicity  Gone 

Mississippi  State  received  a 
bid  to  play  in  the  integrated 
NCAA  tournament,  which  was 
turned  down.  Editor  Travis 
Staffworth  of  the  University  of 
Mississippi  MISSISSIPPI’ 
AN  wrote  an  article  titled  “Con- 
sistently Inconsistent”  in  which 
he  said  people  were  laughing  at 
“poor  backward  Mississippi,’’ 
that  the  school  had  thrown  away 
free  publicity. 


A reader,  James  Cahill,  took 
Stallworth  to  task  with  “You  are 
about  the  only  one  who  is  laugh- 
ing. The  majority  of  Mississippi- 
ans  are  proud  of  their  state,  its 
high  social  ideas  and  its  South- 
ern way  of  life.  Integration  is 
progress  about  like  sewage  is 
good  food.  . . 

“You  should  be  aware  that 
principle  should  never  be  sacri- 
ficed for  glory  ...  To  let  State 
go  to  that  integrated  tournament 
would  show  that  Mississippi  is 
retreating  just  like  "Virginia  is. 
The  decision  . . . was  a very  wise 
one  and  showed  intelligence, 
foresight  and  clear  thinking  , . . 

“The  real  question  was  not 
whether  State  was  to  participate 
in  that  basketball  but  whether 
Mississippi  would  retreat  from 
its  position  on  the  segregation 
issue.  . .” 

Stallworth  explained  that 
“Consistently  Inconsistent”  was 
meant  as  a “tongue-in-cheek 
protest  by  which  I meant  to 
point  out  that  ridiculous  ex- 
tremes to  which  we  are  going  in 


a rantic  effort  to  preserve  our 
’Southern  Way  of  Life.’ 

Segregation  Issue  Rages 

“I  am  one  hundred  percent  in 
favor  of  continuing  segregated 
facilities  in  Mississippi.  . . But  to 
try  to  extend  our  traditional 
policy  to  other  states  is  doomed 
to  abject  failure.  You  seem  to 
have  missed  the  entire  point  of 
my  article,,  which  was  the  fact 
that  when  we  are  members  of 
national  organizations,  we 
should  play  under  national  ruleS; 
or  withdraw.” 

Stallworth  continued:  “I  be- 
lieve we  are  winning  the  battle 
for  public  opinion  in  the  North. 
People  are  beginning  to  realize 
that  a change  in  social  customs 
can  not  be  forced. 

“But  actions  such  as  this  de- 
cision do  nothing  but  lose  these 
northern  friends  who  (I  con- 
tend) are  laughing  at  the  cotton- 
stalk  curtain  which  certain 
groups  are  intent  on  planting 
around  Mississippi.  One  day  they 
are  going  to  wake  up  and  dis- 
cover a crop  failure.”

Soviets  Can’t  Keep  Fooling  Asians 


NEW  DELHI,  (UPD— Time  is 
working  against  the  Communists 
in  Asia.  Time  now  is  on  the  side 
of  those  who  believe  in  freedom 
and  the  dignity  of  the  individual 
human  being. 

As  time  passes,  more  and  more 
Asians  are  finding  out  more  and 
more  about  Communism — and 
they  like  it  less  and  less. 

The  old  saying,  that  actions 
speak  louder  than  words,  is  be- 
ing proved  here  in  Asia  once 
again.  Regardless  of  what  the 
Communists  say,  despite  all  their 
skillful  and  expensive  propagan- 
da, their  own  actions  are  turning 
people  against  them. 

The  Communists  made  some 
tremendous  gains  and  rang  up 
some  huge  victories  in  Asia  after 
World  War  Two.  There  were 
many  reasons. 


These  included  the  failure  of 
many ‘Asians — as  well  as  many 
non-Asians — to  see  the  true  na- 
ture of  Communism.  Some 
ground  was  lost  by  default. 
Other  losses  were  due  to  ignor- 
ance, indifference  and  indiscre- 
tion.

As  country  after  country  gain- 
ed its  independence,  there  was 
an  almost  Asia-wide  feeling  that 
anything  Asian  was  right  and 
anything  non-Asian  was  wrong. 
And  therefore,  many  reasoned, 
if  the  former  so-called  colonial 
powers  were  anti-communist,  the 
interests  of  the  free  Asian  na- 
tions lay  in  the  direction  of  Com- 
munism. 


Conflicts  developed  between 
the  various  Asian  nations  along 
the  same  old  lines  as  before. 
And  a new  trouble  was  added — 
trouble  between  the  Communists 
and  the  Asians  who  wanted 
to  run  their  own  countries  with 
out  the  benefit  of  instructions 
from  Peiping  or  Moscow.

ANSWER:  Graduate  students 
pay  the  same  tuition  and  fees  as 
our  undergraduates,  even 
through  their  classes  are  often 
more  costly:  i.e.  smaller  groups, 
special  library  facilities,  etc.  This 
is  not  the  policy  at  other  univer- 
sities, but  it  is  in  keeping  with 
the  Y’s  policy  to  keep  tuition  at 
a minimum.

Old  codgers  of  today  can  ac- 
tually recall  when  people  were 
obliged  to  wind  their  own 
watches,  shift  their  own  gears 
and  even  go  through  the  hard- 
ship of  coloring  their  own  mar- 
garine. 

It  seems,  listening  to  them, 
that  in  all  fields  of  commerce 
and  activity  the  muscle  end  of 
things  has  been  eliminated  and 
somebody  is  fervently  engaged 
in  doing  away  with  the  mental. 

In  1870  Edward  Doug  came  up 
with  the  novel  idea  of  a voting 
machine.  It  worked  on  the  prin- 
ciple of  different  colored  balls 
dropping  into  designated  con- 
tainers when  the  assigned  but- 
tons were  pushed. 

The  idea  seemed  .such  a good 
one  and  it  saved  so  much  time 
and  effort  that  by  1953  an  elec- 
tronic voting  machine  had  been 
developed  capable  of  handling 
999  votes  on  a single  ballot. 
There  were  over  70,000  in  opera- 
tion in  the  United  States  alone 
with  a demand  for  that  many 
more. 


The  machines  were  permitted 
in  all  but  12  states  (Utah  being 
one  of  the  12)  and  even  manda- 
tory in  five.  More  than  one-third 
of  the  votes  cast  in  the  United 
States  today  are  done  by  ma- 
chine. 

These  electoral  Univacs  give 
voters  a full  choice.  They  are 
capable  of  carrying  nine  parties 
with  40,  50  or  as  many  as  70 
candidates,  and  if  the  ballot 
warrants, -a  yes  or  no.
